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McKee  will  face  Lutz  in  November

Kentucky  Rep.  Thomas  McKee 
handily  defeated  his  Democratic 
opponent  Bradley  Copes  on 
Tuesday  to  move  on  to  die  gen¬ 
eral  election. 

In  November,  McKee,  the 
incumbent  state  representative 
for  the  78th  House  District,  will 
face  off  with  Republican  hopeful 
Bryan  Lutz  of  Leesburg. 

McKee  earned  the  nomination 
by  garnering  74  percent  of  the 
78 tli  District  votes.  In  Harrison 
County  where  botii  McKee  and 
Copes  reside,  the  incumbent 


captured  the  nomination  with  70 
percent  or  1,170  votes  to  Copes' 
494  votes  for  30  percent 

"We  felt  confident/'  said 
McKee  on  Wednesday  morning, 
"But  you  just  never  know’." 

It  was  much  the  same 
throughout  the  district  with 
McKee  claiming  each  of  the  four 
counties  that  make  up  the  78th 
House  District. 

A  grateful  McKee  said  he 
looks  forward  to  die  fall  elec¬ 
tion, 

"I  also  want  to  congratulate 
my  opponent  Bradley  Copes  on 


a  clean  and  positive  campaign,” 
McKee  said. 

In  Pendleton  Comity  it 
was  a  573  to  181  vote  victory 
for  McKee,  who  also  took  a 
commanding  82  percent  of 
the  Campbell  County  votes. 
Robertson  County  also  wanted 
McKee  back  giving  him  79  per¬ 
cent  of  the  votes. 

"The  turnout  was  low,  but  we 
expected  that,”  McKee  said. 

He  also  said  lie  was  pleased  by 
the  support  shown  in  Pendleton, 
Robe  i’t  son  and  Campbell  comi¬ 
ties. 


"You're  always  so  gratified 
to  carry  your  own  county,  but 
can’  yi ng  the  othe rs  j  ust  add  s  to 
that,”  McKee  said. 

With  the  primary  election 
behind  him,  McKee  said  he  was 
back  to  Frankfort  this  week  for 
meetings  before  the  campaign 
frail  heats  up  for  the  November 
general  election. 

On  the  national  level,  the  4th 
District  L'.S.  Representative 
Republican  nomination  went  to 
Thomas  Massie  who  edged  out 
Alecia  Webb  Edgington,  45  per-

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Mother’s  co-worker  offers  kidney  to  ailing  son

He  load  never  met  her  before  and  yet, 
she  was  willing  to  give  so  he  could  live  a 
normal  life. 

There  have  been  hundreds  of  tear- 
jerking  stories  of  how  someone  donated 
a  part  of  them  so  another  life  might  be  a 
little  easier  lived. 

Yet,  how  many  of  those  stories  start 
out  with  two  total  strangers  and  end  with 
the  making  of  life- long  friends? 

Jeremy  Whitson’s  kidney  began  to  fail 
him  almost  six  years  ago. 


Whitson,  1®,  lives  his  days  as  many 
typical  30-year-old  men  do.  However,  his 
night  life  is  restricted  to  approximately 
nine  hours  of  dialysis  every  night. 

Looking  at  the  larger  picture,  in  one 
year  Whitson  will  spend  3,285  hours 
liooked  to  a  machine  that  removes  waste 
from  his  blood  since  his  kidneys  fail  to 
do  so. 

"I  finally  got  my  name  on  die  kidney 
donor's  list  this  past  February,”  said 
Whitson.  "J  was  unsure  of  what  kind  of 
wait  I  was  going  to  be  looking  at  but  1 


kept  a  good  attitude  about  it  regardless," 
On  average,  a  kidney  recipient  waits 
between  three  and  five  years  before  they 
receive  die  call  that  changes  their  life 
and  makes  that  day  the  brightest  of  all 
to  date, 

“We  started  looking  inside  the  fam¬ 
ily  for  possible  donors  for  Jeremy”  said 
mother  Faye  Whitson.  “We  currently  had 
my  daughter,  his  sister  tested  to  see  if 
she  would  be  a  match  for  a  transplant," 
However,  a  match  would  not  be  found 
inside  the  family  circle,  but  rather  on  die 


Sanders  to  compete  in  national  speech  tournament

A  Harrison  County  High 
School  junior  will  be  competing 
at  two  national  speech  competi¬ 
tions  this  summer. 

Jackson  Sanders,  17,  will  be 
competing  an  original  oratory 
speech.  His  topic  is  about  con¬ 
fusing  couf  id  ence  with  appear¬ 
ance. 

He  will  be  competing  in  the 
National  Forensics  League 
(NFL)  inlnd,  Inidiana  June 
10-16  and  Catholic  Forensics 
League  (CEL)  in  Baltimore,  Md. 


May  25-27. 

Sanders  said  he  became 
interested  in  doing  speeches 
through  the  theater  and  vari¬ 
ous  plays  he  has  been  in. 

"I  had  always  had  a  love  of 
theater,”  Sanders  said.  "It's 
(  speech  giving)  a  lot  more  inti¬ 
mate  than  acting,” 

Sanders  said  he  wall  be  com¬ 
peting  against  500  other  people 
at  CEL  and  about  250  at  NFL. 

To  qualify  for  each  of  the 
national  competitions,  Sanders 
said  students  compete  at  dis¬ 


tricts  w ith  the  top  six  speeches 
in  CEL  advancing  to  CFL 
nationals  and  the  top  two  in 
NET  advance  to  NFL  nationals. 

Sanders  was  the  state 
champion  at  the  Kentucky 
Educational  Speech  and  Drama 
Association  and  Kentucky  High 
School  Speech  League  tourna¬ 
ments  this  year. 

Sanders  said  the  speech  team 
does  a  few  various  fundraisers 
like  working  concessions  but 
most  of  die  money  for  the  com¬ 
petitions  comes  out-of-pocket. 


"We  welcome  private  dona¬ 
tions  from  the  community  so 
they  don’t  have  to  buy  frozen 
cookie  dough  or  candles," 

Laura  Stephens,  the  HCHS 
speech  coach  said, 

Guss  Madsen,  15,  a  freshman 
at  HCHS,  also  qualified  to  go  to 
CFL  nationals  but  isn’t  going 
to  go  diis  year  for  financial 
reasons.  lie  qualified  for  extem- 
porarious  speaking,  which  is 
where  he  was  given  a  current 
event  topic  and  3D  minutes  to 
prepare  a  seven- minute  speech.
